With more than 400 ships and boats carrying ten million guests annually, 
the Walt Disney World navy ranks as the fifth largest fleet on the Seven Seas. 

If a vacation complex seems a strange owner for a navy of this size, the 
variety of vessels that makes up the armada is even stranger. Certainly no 
other navy registers side-wheel steamboats, people-powered pedal boats, and 
turn-of-the-century launches. And the fleet is growing all the time. 

The biggest ships of the flotilla are three 600-passenger ferryboats which 
carry guests to and from the Magic Kingdom. Next in line come a pair of stern- 
wheel steamboats, the Admiral Joe Fowler and the Richard F. Irvine. Replicas 
of Mississippi River craft, both were named after key builders and designers 
in the Disney organization. 

In the Magic Kingdom, adventureseeking guests can travel aboard skill- 
fully guided jungle launches or mysterious looking submarines patterned 
after Capt. Nemo's sub from “20,000 Leagues Under the Sea" Another incom- 
parable armada snakes its way through the canals of a Caribbean port city 
being pillaged by pirates.

Under the spreading citrus 
trees the "village smithy" 
now plies his age-old trade in 
a most unlikely setting. 
Nestled among the 
orange trees on the quiet side of the 
Vacation Kingdom in the Fort 
Wilderness Resort is the timeless 
scene of a blacksmith at work beside 
his glowing forge. 

His name is Gary Wade. He's a 
third generation "smithy" and a man 
whose wife says was born a hundred 
years too late. "I've always liked old 
things . . . antiques and things — and I 
guess that kind of fits in with what I 
do. I like history. I like to read about 


the old times. I guess I should have 
been born in my grandfather's time. 
That's what my wife says'' 

Thirty-year-old Gary has worked 
at his trade for ten years. For the past 
five years, he has not only been shoe- 
ing but showing off for the hundreds 
of visitors who come to the open-air 
shop at the Walt Disney World Tri- 
Circle-D Ranch. His present job is 
even more unusual than most modern- 
day blacksmiths, because he works 
mainly on draft horses rather than 
riding stock or horseracing stars. 

The Tri-Circle-D is the home of 
the huge Belgians and Percherons 
used to pull the horsedrawn streetcars 


on Main Street, U.S.A. in the famous 
Magic Kingdom. And they need 
special care— even padded shoes. The 
horses actually have their own 
"limousine" to transport them across 
the fields to work. Gary's shop is 
located next to the Fort Wilderness 
Petting Farm in the shadow of an old- 
fashioned windmill. 

And how did a young man grow- 
ing up in the space age decide to 
follow in the horsetracks of an occu- 
pation that seems out of step with the 
times? That's a question Gary is fre- 
quently asked by Fort Wilderness 
guests who wander by his shop as he 
works at fashioning shoes in his forge 





for the forty-two trail horses and 
twelve draft horses he tends. 

"Well, it's a family trade. My dad 
taught me. I apprenticed at some 
racetracks and studied horseshoeing 
at Cornell University. And just more or 
less kept on doin' it" 

Gary's job at Fort Wilderness is a 
combination of practicality and show- 
manship. As he works, he's fielding 
questions from guests who stop to 
watch. His answers flow easily. And 
although he's asked the same ques- 
tions dozens of times in a day, his 
responses don't reflect boredom or 
annoyance. But instead, they reflect 
pride in his unique craft and a sense 


that he is, in effect, a piece of living 
history. 

"What are the shoes made of?" 
he's asked as he prepares to fit a thick 
red shoe to a massive chestnut draft 
horse. "Plastic with a steel core;' he 
replies. "How come they don't use the 
metal ones?" 

Gary explains that the metal 
shoes are still used for trail horses, but 
that "we have a unique situation here 
at Walt Disney World because of the 
street in the Magic Kingdom. The 
horses walk the same path contin- 
uously and they'd wear the street out 
in six months to a year with steel 
shoes. So we use the plastic covered 


shoe to protect the street and also 
make the horses more comfortable" 

Hammers, files and tongs are the 
blacksmith's stock-in-trade, but 
beyond the tools of his craft, Gary is a 
firm believer in developing empathy 
with his equine friends. 

"You've got to love horses . . . 
there's no question about that. You've 
got to be able to get along with them. 
More so than the people you're work- 
ing with" 

And what about the future for a 
trade that's a throwback to a simpler, 
slower-paced way of life? Well, Gary 
says simply, "As long as there are 
horses, there'll be blacksmiths;' V 
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Just what your tennis game ordered 


Your first attempt to deliver a 
mean topspin falls in the net. You 
come back with your "old reliable" 
which falls softly into your opponent's 
court, and he, predictably, slams it 
back. 

All too familiar? Most tennis 
players realize the difference 
between winning and losing shots is 
a small one.

Rick Day, Director of Tennis, 
has put together an encompassing pro- 
gram structured to "add to" what 
each player has already developed. 

"We don't try to make major 
changes. There's no one set way to 
play tennis. If you look at the top ten 
players today, they'll have ten differ- 
ent styles of play. We try to make the 
sessions fun, yet informative" 



The new program features the 
Tennis Studio — a two-hour, individu- 
alized analysis of your game. Each 
Studio session utilizes a color video- 
tape of every aspect of your game 
viewed on a giant, five-foot screen 
with a critique and advice for playing 
practical tennis. 



"All too often, a player forgets a 
large percentage of what he learns in 
a session" says Rick. So, each partici- 
pant receives a taped cassette of 
pointers, reminders, and key phrases 
that will provide reference points for 
improvement once he returns home. 

The program includes group 
development sessions, each concen- 
trating on a different aspect of the 
game, such as the stroke and doubles 
and tactics. In addition, all players 
have access to two practice lanes 
equipped with automatic ball 
machines. 


Recently added to the program 
is a unique Tot Clinic featuring Walt 
Disney character posters used in 
sessions to get the young ones started 
in developing eye-to-hand coordina- 
tion and body control. 

"Essentially, the program offer- 
ings have been expanded to include a 
half-dozen formats. We have also 
developed our teaching staff to the 
point where we have one of the finest 
staffs in Florida" 



Rick, recognized as one of 
Florida's top teaching professionals, 
has assembled a top-notch teaching 
staff which includes former Wimble- 
don and Forest Hills touring pro Bev 
Buckley, former Vanderbilt star Steve 
Babb, along with Mark Cafarelli and 
Sandy Rhoades. 

"Our teaching philosophy is to 
try to get the person to play winning 
percentage tennis by utilizing a play- 
er's own physical capabilities and 
basic style and combining that with 
the technical aspects of the game 
that will be most effective for that 
particular player" V

At the present time, Disneyland 
is proudly into its 11th year of provid- 
ing management volunteers for these 
advisory positions. Junior Achievers 
advertise in the Park's weekly publi- 
cation, display their product back- 
stage, and operate their own booth 
at the Disneyland Arts and Crafts 
Fair. 

The tremendous popularity of 
the JA Program is attributable to its 
unique method of education. It is 
compatible with schools, some of 
which give school credit for this 
extracurricular activity. J A's work- 
shop in economics is a national 
organization which was the first to 
take the initiative in presenting a 
National Business Hall of Fame. 

Funds to maintain Junior 
Achievement staffs, equipment and 
materials come from the support of 
local business communities. To invest 
in members of J A, is to invest in the 
careers and attitudes of the young 
leaders who will shape the future of 
our country and our lives. The Disney 
organization is proud to have a part 
in shaping that future.
